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EDMONTON'S FIRST AIR SHOW 


On Wednesday next a fleet of three 
er four dozen airplanes will sweop down 
upon the Edmonton air-field, and dur- 
ing the afternoon will there carry 
through a program of competitive fly- 
ing and stunting which promises to pro- 
vide interest and thrills galore for the 
thousands of spectators who will un- 
doubtedly throng the field. 

This fleet comes to Edmonton in the 
course of what is called the annual ‘‘na- 
tional” air tour, though on this occa- 
sion the planes have wandered across 
the international boundary from their 
country of origin. Six years ago manu- 
facturers of air-planes in the city of De- 
troit, and others there who were inter- 
ested in the development of the new in- 
dustry and the new means of transport, 
decided that it was time to show the 
public what had been accomplished in 
the evolution of the plane and to what 
uses it could be put. 

An annual air tour has been the out- 
come, with a splendid trophy presented 
by Mr. Edsel Ford as the prize for the 
manufacturer whose craft scores the 
highest number of points in competition 
with those turned out from other fac- 
tories. This prize has not yet been won 
outright, showing that the competition 
has been keen and the honors divided 
during the intervening years. 

Essentially therefore the show on 
Wednesday will be a competitive dem- 
onstration by the airplane manufactur- 
ers, in whcih the spectators will see in 
action the most up-to-date planes built 
on this continent, of all sorts and sizes 
and designed for all classes of service. 
There will be big planes and little ones, 
open style and cabin type, single-mo- 
tored and multi-motored, passenger- 
carriers and freight-carriers. And in 
addition pilots of international repute 
will put on an exhibition of fancy flying 
that is guaranteed to supply “thrills” 
a-plenty for the onlookers. 

Edmonton, presently and prospec- 
tively the greatest air-transport centre 
west of Winnipeg. is naturally, necess- 
arily and exceptionally interested in 
aviation. That is sufficiently demons- 
trated by the fact that we have estab- 
lished a suitably equipped air port large 
enough to accommodate a fleet of this 
size. That the first air show to be held 
there will draw a tremendous turnout 
from the city, and from central and 
northern Alberta, goes without saying.

THE DOMINION TELEGRAPH 


The Canadian Northwest Historical 
Society is publishing another pamphlet 
in the series through which it aims to 
preserve and make available the rec- 
ords of the settlement and development 
of the west. The new phlet will 
dea] with the Dominion Telegraph sys- 
tem, and is from the pen of Mr. John 
Stuart Macdonald, well known to many 
Edmonton Old Timers as the veteran 
superintendent of that pioneer service. 

Premier Anderson of Saskatchewan 
has written an introduction—itself re- 
plete with historical data—dealing 
with the work which the Society is do- 
ing. In the course of this he makes the 
following reference to the telegraph 
system and to the author of the paper 
in which the story of its building and 
operation is to he told: — 

“Two of the most important «mile- 

stones in the history of the west were 
the coming of the Mounted Police, and 
the building of the Government Tele- 
greph line. The story of the Police has 
been well told, as indeed it deserves to 
be, for it has all the qualities of high 
romance, but the tale of the telegraph 
Ss not so well known, although its es- 
tablishment was attended by tremend- 
ous difficulties, and its administration 
was carried on under the most arduous 
conditions. 

“When the members of the North- 
West Mounted Police in 1874 first made 
their march to the westward, and estab- 
lished their posts in the wilderness, it 
was decided by the Government to en- 
deavor'to establish touch with them by 
means of telegraph communication, and 
so the Government Telegraph system 
in the west came into being. Those con- 
nected with its construction and main- 
tenance were pioneers in the truest 
sense. Their situation was remote and 
their labor arduous. By reason of their 
occupation, they had a unique know).

BETTER KNOW THE LAW 

Edmonton motorist should, 
for his own protection, and in the in- 
terests of the general safety, secure a 
copy of the traffic bylaw which was 
passed by last year’s council and has 
been issued in pamphlet form. A care- 
ful study of this little booklet may pay 
big dividends, sinee the driver is re- 
sponsible for knowing what the law is. 

The parking regulations alone fill 
more than three pages. These regula- 
tions are varied enough in to 
different streets that anyone ven- 
tures to stand his car anywhere in the 
downtown section, without knowing 
what the regulations are, will be taking 
chances on getting into trouble. 

One clause of the bylaw will re- 
quire some detailed attention. Every 
street on which car tracks are laid, and 
Vietoria avenue from 10Ist street to 
109th, is declared a “through” street. 
A driver must bring his ear to a stop 
before entering one of these thorough- 
fares. There are a good many streets 
in the city to which that regulation will 
apply, and it applies in outlying sections 
as in the downtown district. Drivers 
will have to be on guard or they may 
find themselves transgressing this pro- 
vision pretty frequently until they get 
used to it. 

It is true that the council of 1930 
has not been inclined to enforce this 
enactment of last year’s council rigidly. 
But the bylaw has not been repealed, 
and there is no reason to suppose that 
the courts would ignore its provisions 
if the present city council has seen fit 
to do so. On the principle of “safety 
first’ the motorist had better take his 
guidance from the letter of the bylaw, 
and pot from the assumed attitude of 
the city council.

Empire. With capture of Quebec ended the long and sa uinary 
dispute for the possession of Canada. From the early days when neh 
and English adventurers went wandering down the St. 
Lawrence the story of the country had been as 
picturesque and as wildiy exciting as any imaginative 
novel of adventure. The rivalry between the French 
Cenadians and English fur traders, in 
Indians as the mood suited them had di: 
rtisanship, had spreed like a fire, until it had 
‘ome the all consuming business of the two nations 

to put it out, each to their own adventage. With the 
exception of a strip of the Atlantic coast about two 
hundred miles wide, France claimed the whole 
continent from Mexico to the Arctic. The defeat of 
the French at their headquarters in Quebee not only 
lost them their Canadian territory but ended French 
Part of the globe. The fete of an Empire may jay in 
the selection of a leader, and when Pitt personally eommissioned young 
General Wolfe to take charge of the operations in Canada, he made a 
choice that only occasionally in the history of the world has fallen to the 
credit of a minister. The daring move that Wolfe made which altered 
the fate of Canada in a night is now a matter of well known history. 
The plan was not particularly encouraged by his generais. “I have never 
served so disagreeable & compaign as this,” wrote the Marquis of 
Townshend. “Wolfe's health is but very bad. His generaiship is, in my 
opinion, not a bit better.” An opinion which seems to have been also 
shared by his brigadiers, A touch of genius is often misunderstood et 
the time.

Galba. was immensely rich, when, 
&s a private citizen, he lived in 
retirement during most of the reign 
of Nero, Of course, as €mperor, he 
was in a position to increase his 
wealth enormously. That which he 
obtained he seldom released. 

All sorts of stories were told of 
his tight-fistedness. 

Once, it was said, he was served 
with a more sumptuous dinner than 
usual, whereupon he groaned hol- 
in sorrow over the expend- 


Again, a steward having brought 
to him, while he was at table, an 
account of his expenditures which 
showed. great diligence in curtall- 
ing costs, Galba said, “You deserve 
a reward for your care’; where- 
upon, suiting the action to the word, 
he handed the faithful servant a 
dish of legumes from the table. 

Canus, the piper, having played 
in a way that delighted him, the 
emperor summoned the musician to 
him, drawing some coins fom his 
pocket, handed them over with the 
appearance of great satisfaction. 

Canus, expecting a rich reward, 
retired to a safe distance to see 
what he had been given. 

He found he had received five 
Genarii—about 85 cents. 

News of Galba’s avarice reached 
Rome before he arrived and the 
cut-ups of the day proceeded to 
make fun of him as a rustic, re-

Editor Bulletin: 

A large number of readers will re- 
member that about a year ago the 
People’s Political Educational As- 
sociation made an effort to have 
the City Coungil prepare a bylaw to 
be submitted to the people author- 
izing them to set aside a sum 
sufficient to build, equip and operate 
a flour mil] which would grind 300 
barrels a day and which would cost 
the city about $150,000, 

A delegation was sent to the 
Council but was not successful. Now 
we have reason to believe if that 
bylaw were submitted to the people 
it would carry with a large majority. 
No. 2 Northern is quoted at 61 cents. 
Let us figure what the citizens of 
Edmonton and its vicinity pay for 
flour: 

One bushel 
make 48 }bs. flour .......,. $1.95 
Also 10 Ibs. of bran and shorts 15 
$2.10 
Wheat 70 cents—sack 10 cents,

Would We Really Do Differently if We Had Our 
Lives to Live Over Again ?—Wouldn't We Make 
Just the Same Blunders and Choose the Same 


Life Partners That Make Us Miserable Now ? 


There is nothing that we say oftener than that if we had our lives to 
live over again, how differently we would do it. We are very certain that 
if we were given another chance we would avoid the mistakes that we have 
made. We would not stumble into the pits 
again into which we have fallen, We would 
be guided by reason instead of impulse, We 
would always walk the straight and narrow 
road instead of side-stepping off into flowery 
by-paths, 


Oh, we would all be models of wis- 
dom and discretion and go-getters and 
marvelous successes if we could live our 
lives over again. But would we? Of we 
came into the world a second time as 
ignorant as we were the first. would we 
not be just what our temperaments and 
environment have made us, even as we 
are, and would we not react to every 
situation just as we do? 


And even if some kindly fate permitted 
us to start out on the second incarnation 
with all the dearly bought knowledge that 
we had gained in our first, would it mater- 
jally change our destinies? Would we make 
better jobs of our lives than we are making? 
Would we be happier and more successful 
men and women? Would we save ourselves 
from the blunders we make? 


1 think not, for nothing is more obvious than that moat of us learn 
nothing from experience. All of ws know, for instance, that health is 
our most precious asset and that without it everything else in the world 
is just cinders, ashes and dust, and yet every day we eat food that has 
disagreed with us a hundred times and that we know beforehand will 
give us indigestion. We have had nervous breakdowns, but we still go 
on overworking and overplaying and burning the candle at both ends, 
until i¢ is snuffed out in 8 sanatorium or the grave. 


Every drunkard knows the depths into which he descends and that he 


is wrecking his own life and the lives of his family, but that seldom makes | 


him Jet liquqor alone. It is a common thing for people who inherit fortunes 
to throw them away in senseless extravagance and bring themselves down to 
dire peverty. You would think that if they ever got hold of any money again 
they would clutch every dollar with the fist of the miser. but they don’t 
Their experience teaches them nothing, and if by 2 fluke of luck they come 
into money again they waste it as they did the first. 


Perhaps the two things that we are surest that we would do differ- 
ently if we had our lives to live over again are the choice of our life work 
and of our life partner, Probably nine business men out of ten think 
they would have been great surgeons, or writers or lawyers or moving- 
picture actors, and an equal proportion of professional men are certain 
that they would have been millionaire merchants or manufacturers if

E. W. Beatty, K.C., Ex- 
pects Steel Into B.C. 
by November 


Completion of the new Hythe-Pouce 
Coupe 50-mile extension of the North- 
ern Alberta Railways is expected to 
see the steel laid and ready for opera- 
tion by the end of November, accord- 
ing to E, W. Beatty, K.C., president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, who returned to this city on 
Saturday after a three days’ visit to 


the Peace River territory. 
The first 25 miles of this extension 


is completely graded and steel laying! 


will start immediately. The second 
25 miles is well advanced and the 
whole is being pushed ahead as rapid- 
ly as time and weather conditions per- 
mit, 

Asked regarding further branch line 
construction, Mr. Beatty said: “As I 
have previously intimated, any further 
branch line extensions will be consid- 
ered by the directors of the Northern 
Alberta Railways during the coming 
winter, after which an announcement 
will be made. Regarding a coast out- 
let, unti] necessary surveys are com- 
pleted and only after consideration 
has been given to engineers’ reports, 
and discussions carried out with the 
Northern Alberta Railways and the 
Dominion government, will there be 
any action taken.” 

Curtailed Trip 

Speaking generally of his trip, Mr. 
Beatty said that weather conditions— 
rain—had prevented as extensive a 
trip by motor car as had been intend- 
ed, but during his three-day visit he 
had seen enough of the country both 
north and south of the Peace to in- 
dicate that tremendous development 
was taking place. 

Naturally, it was very gratifying to

ity, and a native of Picton, Ont., to boot. 

There was a time, indeed, when the hands 
f the Fighting Marine were worse than weak, 
shen thé bones showed a decided tendency to 
reak; in short, when the victor in two 
Battles of the Century” very nearly ended up 
n the spacious gallery of the “has-beens.”

For years Dr. Fralick has been known inside

It is the practis- 
ng of this vocational! or orthopedic surgery, as 
e himself terms the side line, which has pre- 
ented Dr. Fralick from being left in that 
pmi-obscurity where outstanding specialists 
nd scientists are often apt to be pigeon-iioled 
nd forgotten.

Boxers, by the way, are by no means the 
only athletes on whom Dr, Fralick has wrought | 
his near-miracles. Others on whom he success- 
fully operated include Leo Diegel, who just won | 
the pro golf championship; Bill Melhorn, an-| 
other outstanding golf exponent; Conacher, the 
hockey player; Walter Kinsella, the squash | 
raquet player; a celebrated but unnamed pianist 
who had his wrist fixed up; and an engineer 
who had his index finger reconstructed. 

On Max Schmeling who is much in the fore- 
front at present Dr. Fralick operated a badly | 
bunged up thumb. Der Maxie had come to the 
States with the express intention of having Dr. | 
Fralick perform an operation. The “doc” now 
removed a splinter of bone, strengthened the 
tendons with live tissue and reinforced the 
knuckle with cartilage taken from the boxer’s | 
cauliflower ear. It is a peculiarity of Dr. 
Fralick’s, incidentally, that he always attempts, 
where possible to take his live tissues or carti- | 
lage from a place where at the same time he! 
can do some minor beautifying or correcting | 
work. Sbch as in most cases is easy when the! 
ears of the pugilists are taken into considera-| 
tion. 

The operation on Jack Sharkey was per- 
formed after the injury to the boxer’s hnee, as 
a result of which he lost between $75,000 and | 
$100,000 in unfulfilled contracts. The trouble, | 
said the doctor, was a broken semi-lunar carti- | 
lage of the knee Altogether Dr. Fralick has 
operated three times on Jack Sharkey, and it is 
a matter of record that Sharkey on each 
oceasion won his bouts after the doctor's! 
surgical work. 

Ferdie Schupp, former pitcher for the New 
York Giants, is another illustration of what | 
Dr. Fraliek can accomplish For two years 
Ferdie had been out of ‘the game ill. Now, in 
a pinch, he was reclaimed by the doeter within | 
48 hours. 

The most spectacular operations the doeter 
performed were on Bud Taylor and Jack Ziviec. 
They also represented the most dangerous 
surgical work he undertook in this field of his 
research. The right shoulders of both the boys 
kept slipping out of joint every time they threw 
right-hand punches, Other doctors examined 
the heys and insisted there was no hope for 
them, The sockets their shoulders fitted into 
were too large, they said. When Dr, Fralick | 
decided to try to help them out he cut from the! 
top of their shoulders clear around to the arm. | 
pit. He practically lifted their right arms out 
of the bodies while he shortened and tightened 
the tendons inside 

During these operations he had to use more 
than the usual cure not to cut muscles or 
tendon He knew he was working around the 
circumflex nerve, and he had to avoid it not 
to paralyze the arm Further, the main 
artery had in both cases to be caught and pulled 
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Jack Dempsey in a fighting pose and, 
ABOVE, Leo Diegel.

When the doctor had finished his tendon 


| shortening and tightening he used 160 stitches 


to close the wound inside and 30 more to close 
the wound on the outside. It may have been 
surgery, but it certainly sounds more like black 
sorcery, and be that as it may, Dr, Fralick 
ought by virtue of these two achievements to be 
the holder of the world’s record for this type of 
needlework. 

And then, how did the “rights” of the two 
boys work? Was either of the operations suc- 
cessful? Did Jack Zivie and Bud Taylor stage 
proverbial comebacks? Well, the facts, as re- 
corded in the history of pugilism, speak for 
themselves; with his improved right Jack Zivic 
one month after the conclusion of the operation 
knocked a sparring partner, not cold, but stone 
dead; and after his operation in turn Bud Tay- 
lor used his right with such effect that he 
secured the championship. 

The case of Jack Delaney is another inter- 
esting one. On one occasion his hand was gone. 
Dr. Fralick then practically amputated the 
middle finger of his right hau while he built 
a new knuckle and hinged the finger back with 
two stout gold pins. Jack shortly stepped out 
and knocked out Paul Berlenbach (the only time 
Pau! had ever been stopped), and later he 
knocked out Tiger Flowers so cold that Walk 
Miller, sitting at the ringside, shouted and 
howled to heaven that Jack’s hand held a horse- 
shoe. On a second occasion Dr. Fralick re- 
moved a couple of bone splinters from Jack’s 
right arm and in 1925 the doctor saved the 
boxer’s life in a straight surgical operation 
when a poison sac had gathered in Jack's in- 
fected throat. 

But for the operations ef Dr. Fralick 
Tunney would not to-day be the proud and 
retired possessor of millions in his own right. 
When his hands, as a matter of established fact, 
showed a tendency to break, Dr. Fralick went to 
work on his mitts and the result was that after 
Gene’s two most strentous bouts, those with 
Jack Dempsey, his hands were—after the fire- 
works—examined and found to be absolutely 
one hundred per cent. sound, 

To-day, despite the progress of his years, 
Dr. Fralick is working more hours than ever, 
he says. He told me that he doesn't get so 
exhausted any more as he used to in his younger 


days. His clinic gives employment to three 
| medica] assistants and outside of serious re- 
search studies on the subject of vocational 


energy he is conducting research investigations 
into five or six subjects which no one has ever 
tried to solve, into problems which nobody, even 
the most optimistic, ever expects to see solved. 
But so much the more fun for the doctor. He 
doesn’t mind wasting three or four or five years 
in research, he says, and to judge by his pre- 
vious results and discoveries there is really 
little chance of his wasting them. 

\ conclusion it is fitting to point out that 
Dr, Fralick has only one hobby. It answers to 
the name of golf, and the “doc” goes at it with 
the same ardor and all-absorbing faculty of con- 
centration which he has brought into his prac- 
tice as a surgeon, When he left me for the last
